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PREFACE 


The purpose of this book, as, indeed, of all books 
of this character, is to assist the writer in finding the 
best word to express his thought. Even the most 
skillful writers are sometimes embarrassed in their 
effort to make a sentence more clear, or simple, or 
terse, or musical. 

The word “synonym” literally implies an exact 
coincidence of meaning of two or more words. If 
this definition were rigidly followed we should have 
no books of synonyms, for the occasions are very 
rare in which one word is the exact equivalent of 
another. 

Words from different sources, which were closely 
related in meaning at the outset, take upon them- 
selves new ideas, in the evolution of language, and 
grow farther apart as time progresses. 

All languages, says De Quincey, tend to clear 
themselves of synonyms as intellectual culture ad- 
vances, the superfluous words being taken up and 
appropriated by new shades and combinations of 
thought evolved in the progress of society.

Usage applies the term “synonym” to words of 
related meaning. Synonyms, says Trench, are words 
of like significance in the main, but with a certain 
unlikeness as well. If the “ unlikeness,” as found in 
some of the following lists of related words, should 
be thought rather striking, the author would plead, 
in extenuation, the increased copiousness of sugges- 
tion in the enlarged groups of words. 

Avoiding undue prolixity on the one hand, and 
extreme barrenness of suggestion on the other, it is 
hoped that this volume will meet the wants of those 
for whom it has been prepared. 

The appropriate prepositions found in connection 

~ with many verbs and adjectives will be appreciated 
by those who incorrectly use such expressions as 
“corresponds with” for “corresponds to,” or “ different 
than” for “ different from.” 

In the hope that it may contribute to the acquisi- 
tion of skill in the use of language, the volume is 
herewith submitted to a generous public for ap- 
proyal. :
